As I 
understand your Detailed action, you are asking me to: 

- elect to either pursue 

- claims 1 - 15 as submitted (as you refer to them as T'). 

- claims 16 - 18 as submitted (as you refer to them as "II"). 

- regarding claims 1-15 to either 

- make an election between "Species A" and "Species B" as referenced. 

- revise claims 1-15 to broaden the claims in such a manner as to demonstrate 

that only one invention is being claimed and not two. 

Please accept this letter as a formal response notifying you that I choose to: 

- pursue claims 1-15 regarding and apparatus and thereby decline to claim 

any method. 

- revise claims 1-15 to broaden the claims in such a manner as to demonstrate 

that only one invention is being claimed and not two. 

I am including with this letter revised claims, 1-17, which seek to address your stated concerns 
regarding species. I have also included a highlighted copy of claims 1-17 which alert you to 
changes which have been made as well as a copy of former claims 1-15 also seeking to alert you 
as to changes. 

Having gained a clearer understanding of the process through our conversations, it strikes 
me that my claims 16 and 17 (as revised - 14 and 15 in the original application) which refer to a 
"product" might actually be another species herein. If that is the case, please consider this letter
